1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-17 remain 
allowed as the references cited on the IDS of 9/29/2009 do not alter the previous determination 
of allowable subject matter. In particular, none of the newly cited references appear to disclose a 
safety adapter that is screwed onto the probe protector tube so that the means for preventing bi- 
axial movement or the collar is or are over a portion of the probe header as required for claims 1 
and 17.
